A BORROWER, WITHOUT A LENDER 


This seems like a paradox and cannot, of 


course, be true unless there rv sin explanation 
to follow. 
Under our banking laws, however, borrow­ 
ers can borrow from the hankers wealth which 
they do not have. The wealth, of course, does 
not come from some place— there are those who 
are loaning the wealth tlw* hanker» loan, but 
the hankers get the interest for the loan of 
the wealth and the real lenders get nothing. So 
the hanker» loan without having, and thus, 
there can l>e a borrower without a lender. 
The wealth come«, of course, from the de­ 
preciate/! purchasing power of every worker 
and every man or woman who has his savings 
in life insurance or in notes or bonds or actual 
cash in the bank. Many of these lenders do 
not even know that their wealth is l>eing taken 
from them. Evervtime, however, a bank in­ 
creases the “ pen and ink hank deposit money,” 
bv lending credit on their books to a borrower 
all other persons are having their purchasing 
power reduced on their “ accounts receivable.'' 
It would l>e much cheaper for the public as 


a whole to pay the hanker for the actual serv­ 
ice he renders, which is a great deal, and take 
away from them this privilege of, in reality, 
“ coining money,” which the Constitution grant­ 
ed to congress. 
We cannot have sound money a» long as we 


farm out this right to bankers to “ coin money." 
The lack of sound money, it is often claimed, 
has caused more misery than all the wars. It 
is time we began to understand sound money 
and insist on having it. 


FLYING PROGRESS
